research scientists 
walk willingly into laboratories 
where they study exotic, some­ 
times dangerous, often deadly 
viruses and bacteria. 
“ We wash our hands a lot." 
said Dr. Richard Finkelstein, a 
microbiologist at Southwestern 
Medical School. University of 
Texas in Dallas. 
But Finkelstein expressed lit­ 


tle concern that he might con­ 
tract cholera, the fearsome dis­ 
ease he studies. 


“ If you worried about it all 
the time." said Norman Bar- 
ratt, a research associate at the 
Texas school, “ you'd end up in 
the insane asylum." 


However, these and other re­ 
searchers working at this fron­ 
tier of medical science also ex­ 
pressed a “ healthy respect " for 
the dangers of working so close­ 


ly with such hazardous sub­ 
stances. 
These dangers were accen­ 
tuated with the report last Feb­ 
ruary of the deaths of three per­ 
sons. including a Yale Universi­ 
ty laboratory worker, who were 
infected with Lassa fever, a 
highly virulent virus found in 
Nigeria. 
Despite this, many scientists 
interviewed on the subject by 
The Associated Press minim­ 
ized the risks.

Government Seeks Bigger 
Content of Iron in Bread 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
government proposes tripling 
the amount of iron in enriched 
bread to combat fatigue and low 
resistance to disease which iron 
deficiency anemia produced in 
many 
women and children, 
particularly the poor. Special­ 
ists have yet to firmly estimate 
how widespread iron deficiency 
is. 
But Dr. Philip L White, sec­ 
retary of the American Medical 
Association's council on food 
and nutrition, said “ Iron defi­ 
ciency anemia is one of the ma­ 
jor nutritional problems of teen­ 
age girls, and indeed adult 
women as well." in testimony to 
the select Senate Committee on 
Nutrition and Human Needs. 
The Agriculture Department 
surveyed diets of 15.000 persons 
one day in 1965. It found that 23 
per cent of boys 12 to 14. and 38 
per cent of women and girls 9 to 
54 received less than recom­ 
mended allowances of iron 
White and the Agriculture De­ 
partment both found these con­ 
ditions especially affected the 
poor 
One irony of iron deficiency is 
that as the nation's technology 
advances, the iron content of 
the diet diminishes. 
Because iron speeds oxidation 
—and thus food spoilage—proc­ 
essors have become increasing­ 
ly efficient at eliminating iron 
from food. 
Bleaching 
and 
processing 
bread flour, for instance, re­ 
duces its iron content by more 
than two-thirds. 


The primary sources of iron 
are bread and meat 
Little can be done to enrich 
the iron content of meat That's 
one reason the Food and Drug 
Administration, at the urging of 
the National Academy of Sci­ 
ences and the baking and mill­ 
ing industry, has proposed that 
the amount of iron added to en­ 
riched bread and flour be tri­ 
pled 
The Food and Nutrition Board 
of the National Academy of Sci­ 
ences has also proposed enrich­ 
ment for cereal grains, but no 
action has been taken on these 
proposals. 
The recommended daily iron 
requirements for adult men and 
women is from 5 to 10 milli­ 


grams The daily requirement 
for women during menstruation 
jumps to the 7 to 20 milligram 
range. For adolescents the re­ 
quirement is 10 to 20 milli­ 
grams. And for pregnant wom­ 
en the requirement is 20 to 48 
milligrams, which can be satis­ 
fied only with special supple­ 
ments. 
Extended or severe iron short­ 
age leads to anemia, constant 
fatigue and increased suscepti­ 
bility to disease. 
The FDA presently limits the 
amount of iron in a one-pound 
loaf of enriched bread from 
13 to 
16.5 milligrams. 
The 
amount of iron permitted in en­ 
riched flour is from 8 to 12.5 
milligrams per pound. 
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oratory equipment and, if need­ 
ed. potent drugs and antitoxins, 
help mitigate any fears. 


The leading authority on labo­ 
ratory-acquired infections. Dr 
S. Edward Sulkin. a virologist, 
says the number of persons who 
work with agents which might 
potentially cause them to be ill 
or die is not known. 


Sulkin is professor and chair­ 
man of the department of mi­ 
crobiology at the Southwestern 
Medical School and. with a col­ 
league, Dr 
Robert M. Pike, 
conducted the first survey of 
laboratory-acquired 
infections 
in 1949 with a questionnaire sent 
to nearly 5,000 laboratories in 
the United States. 
He estimated in 1951 that 
there were about 121.000 scien­ 
tists and others working in labo­ 
ratories where they might be­ 
come ill if proper caution were 
not exercised. 
Now, he said, he has no esti­ 
mate of the number because 
“ there has been a virus explo­ 
sion" since then, with the dis­ 
covery of new ones and a conse­ 
quent increase in scientific in­ 
terest in studying these viruses 
Persons who might be ex­ 
posed include not only the scien­ 
tists directing the research pro­ 
jects but their technical and 
professional aides and the dish­ 
washers who clean the equip­ 
ment, janitorial help, veterina­ 
rians, animal caretakers, stu­ 
dents and office workers 
Pike, professor of microbiolo­ 
gy. said 20 to 30 per cent of lab- 
oratory-acquired infections re­ 
sult from known accidents and 
the cause of the rest is un­ 
known 
Since publication of the initial 
survey in 1950. Drs. Sulkin and 


Pike have continued to update 
their information. Through last 
year, they had recorded 3,255 
known cases of “ overt laborato­ 
ry-acquired infection” in the 
world, which resulted in 132 
deaths. Most of thes| infections 
have occurred since i930. 


In one of his reports, Sulkin 
wrote that “ the number of cases 
which have come to our atten­ 
tion represents perhaps only a 
modest fraction of those which 
have actually occurred." 
Bites by animals or insects 
rank fourth as a cause of labo­ 
ratory infections, but disease 
may be acquired from them in 
other ways. For example, their 
excretions may contain bacteria 
or viruses which may be air­ 
borne and inhaled by other ani­ 
mals or laboratory workers. 
The most frequent accident 
involves needles or syringes, 
followed closely by accidental 
contact with infectious material, 
through spilling or splattering 
Accidents with pipetting—glass 
tubes—or injury- with broken 
glass 
are 
other 
prominent 
causes 
“ The possibility of contracting 


a disease occurs to us, and we 
try not to be careless.” said 
Pike, who does cholera re­ 
search. 
“ Danger does not preocuppy 
researchers very much,” he 
said. “ There’s a greater chance 
of having an accident at home 
or in a car than in a lab where 
I ’m more or less in control of 
what's going on." he said.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Sen 
Edward M. Kennedy is sticking 
to his statement that he will not 
seek the Democratic nomination 
for president in 1972 And. the 
senator says, the vice presiden­ 
cy is out. too. 
But Kennedy left the door 
open to a possible national polit­ 
ical campaign after 1972. 
Pressed as to why he would 
not seek an offce higher than 
senator Sunday. Kennedy re­ 
plied. “ There are a variety of 
different reasons which would 
certainly cause me a hestitancy. 
Many of them are personal and 
don’t need. I feel, further expla­ 
nation " He said he would not 
accept a draft. 
Beyond 1972. he said. “ I have 
thought very little about any 
future political activity.” 
The Massachusetts Democrat 
was interviewed on the Met­ 
romedia Radio news program 
“ Profile." 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
gress will extend the draft for at 
least two years beyond the July 
1. 1971 expiration date. Secre­ 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
predicts. 
The secretary made the fore­ 
cast Sunday, saying there is no 
way to determine now when the 
draft calls will fall to zero. 


“ The timing depends on sev­ 
eral factors, including our pro­ 
gress in Vietnamization and the 
military-strength 
reductions 
which follow our redeployment, 
and on the response of prospec­ 
tive enlistees to higher pay or 
other incentives.” 


He added: “ We might do very 
well in a general way increasing 
the number of volunteers hut 
not to obtain enough men will­ 
ing to enter ground combat, or 
to obtain enough doctors."

death. The signs of grass tetany 
are similar to those seen in 
animals with milk fever.

The 
material can be applied as a 
spray or in granular form 
Granular applications are the 
safest and easiest to use around 
the home 


Amiben is another chemical 
with a variety of uses around 
the home. It controls weeds in 
some 
annual 
flowers, 
perennials, groundcovers. and 
vegetables. Here again, be sure 
to check the label for best times 
of application and names of 
plants that can't be treated 
This material is also available in 
granular form. 


Some other chemicals useful 
for home weed control are 
sim azine. 
t r i f l u r a l i n . 
diehlobeml. diphenamid. and 
dalapon. 


For best results herbicide 
treatment should be made on 
moist soil. If the soil is dry. 
water the treated area lightly to

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Nation's Suburbs Gaining Under Supreme Court Vote Decision 


The nation s suburbs have 
gained as much as the big cities 
under the Supreme Court's one- 
man. one-vote decision In some 
states, suburbs have taken leg­ 
islative 
dominance 
directly 
from rural lawmakers, giving 
them a louder voice than the cit­ 
ies have 
The pattern emerges from a 
survey 
by 
Associated 
Press 
member newspapers in 25 states 
eight years after the court en­ 
tered the political thicket of leg­ 
islative reapportionment with 
its decision in the Tennessee 
case of Baker vs. Carr 


In 11 states. core cities made 
the most significant gains while 
in another 11 the suburbs did 
But the suburban victory was 
greater than those figures indi­ 
cate 
The decision came too late for 
the big cities of some states— 
even by 1960. population shifts 
to the suburbs were widespread 
Some of the urban victories ap­ 
pear only temporary, based on 
I960 population figures which 
don t reflect the fact that only 
the suburbs have been rapidly 
gaining population since then 


The real suburban victory, 
however, was in winning legisla­ 
tive representation proportion­ 
ate to population so soon after 
the population arrived 
a privi­ 
lege the big cities were denied 


New legislation attributable 
to reapportionment ranges from 
establishment of a cabinet level 
department to aid urban areas 
in Connecticut to a new state 
highway aid mechanism in Cali­ 
fornia to a loosening of Sunday 
liquor sale restrictions in Ohio 


The suburban areas won the 
greatest and most significant in­ 
creases in representation in Col­ 
o r do. Delaware, Illinois. Mary­ 
land. Massachusetts. Michigan 
Minnesota, Ohio New Jersey. 
Rhode Island and Washington 


Central cities appeared to de 
rive the greatest benefit from 
redistricting in Arizona. Califor­ 
nia. Connecticut. Florida. Ha­ 
waii. 
Indiana. 
Missouri. 
Ne­ 


vada New York. Pennsylvania 
and Texas 
In all but Connecticut. Florida 
and Nevada, however, divided 
urban delegations, a ruial-ur- 
ban stalemate or rural legisla­ 
tors entrenched in leadership 
and seniority prevented major 
legislative gams for the big cit 
les 
In Oregon. Louisiana and Vir 
ginia. reapportionment failed to 
end rural majorities in the state 
Jegislature 
The new suburban legislators 
are credited in almost all states 
surveyed with energy, knowl­ 
edge of issues and diligence 
rare before their appearance 
And most of them are Republi­ 
cans but party victories appear 


less permanent than regional 
ones 
Reapportionment was credit­ 
ed with aiding enactment of so­ 
cial welfare and urban-subur­ 
ban aid legislation in California. 
Connecticut. Florida, Indiana, 
Michigan, Minnesota, New Je r­ 
sey. New York. Ohio. Texas and 
Washington 
Minnesota is a dramatic ex­ 
ample of the shift of power from 
rural legislators to suburban­ 
ites. largely Republican and in­ 
creasingly able to get legislation 
approved for their areas 
Redistricting in 1962 and 1969 
increased the number of state 
legislators from the five coun- 
t ics around Minneapolis and St 
Paul from 51 out 202 to 85. 


A metropolitan council bill for 
the Twin Cities cleared the 1967 
session 


State Sen Robert 0 Ashbach 
53-year-old former mayor of a 
St Paul suburb who went to the 
legislature in 1962. lobbied un­ 
successfully in 1963. 1965 and 
1967 for a Twin Cities regional 
sewer authority It passed last 
year 


In Michigan where the Senate 
Appropriation Committee con­ 
tains not one legislator from the 
tri-county Detroit area which 
provides 80 per cent of state 
ta revenue, the division of $100 
million recreational bond issue 
approved in 1968 reveals the 
growing power of new forces 
reapportionment has brought to 
the legislature

Reapportionment in 1966 in 
New York and in California, 
where the number of senators 
from

Angeles

jumped from one to 14 in the 
40-member body, were cited as 
instances in which big cities 
gained more than they should 
have The new districts were 
based on 1960 Census figures 
and failed to reflect the contin­ 
ued mushrooming of suburbs 
after that date 


Connecticut, where the big cit 
les picked up major blocks of 
votes after the 1965 reapportion­ 
ment. saw several major bills 
passed as a result 
Formerly the town of Union 


with 500 people had two House 
members as did Hartford with 
163 000 people 
Now Union is 
lumped in a district with three 
other towns and Hartford has 
10 representatives 


As a result, the state share of 
local welfare costs was hiked 
from 50 to 75 per cent, a com­ 
munity affairs department with 
a multimillion dollar program 
to aid cities was established and 
both the school and road aid for­ 
mulas were revised to aid inner 
cities 


Redistricting brought about 
an even rural-urban split in 
Texas, but one result was pas­ 
sage of the first state minimum 
wage law last year 
Urban counties in Florida sup­ 
planted the 
pork chop-' gang, 
which had achieved legislative 
majorities while representing 18 
per cent of the voters. Legisla­ 
tive action ensued on consolida­ 
tion of city and county services, 
pollution control, planning, zon­ 
ing and home rule, all bills that 
observers say might never have 
gotten out of committee without 
the aid of reapportionment

he says,

learn to disregard the dictates 
of fashion snobbery and be real, 
be herself. “ She should concern 
herself with who she is. what 
she is, her particular figure 
problems and her position as a 
woman in view of her husband's 
role. No man wants to come 
home to Yves Saint Laurent's 
decision of what a woman 
should look like,” Blackwell 
comments with a smile.

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Republicans Boosted by Texas Victory 


WASHINGTON <AP> - The 
defedt of veteran liberal Sen 
Ralph Yarborough in the Texas 
Democratic primary has given 
the Republicans a boost in their 
drive to win control of the Sen­ 
ate 
Top Republican leaders in 
Texas, including Rep George 
Bush who is the GOP senatorial 
candidate, said before the pri­ 
mary last Saturday they expect­ 
ed to have a more difficult time 
defeating Yarborough than his 
conservative challenger, former 
Rep Lloyd Bentsen.Jr. 
The reason is that previous 
Republican victories in Texas, 
primarily the two triumphs of 
Sen .John G Tower, have only 
come when Democrats have 


nominated strongly conserva­ 
tive candidates, leading many 
liberals to vote for the Republi­ 
can as the lesser of two evils. 
Bentsen's victory is likely to 
have a similar effect, especially 
since Yarborough was the lead­ 
er of the state’s liberal forces, 
and many of them will be out to 
get the man who knocked off 
their hero 
The Texas primary is only the 
first in a series of such contests 
that could have a significant 
role in determining whether Re. 
publicans make the net gain of 
seven seats which they need to 
win Senate control this year. 
In Connecticut, Republicans 
figure the nomination of Demo­ 
cratic Sen Thomas J. Dodd 


would greatly improve their 
chances in November. Dodd is 
opposed by three candidates in 
the June 26 Democratic conven­ 
tion. which could lead to the 
state's first Democratic pri­ 
mary in history in August. The 
Republican field is still wide 
open, but Rep. Lowell Wiecker 
is considered the leading possi­ 
bility. 
In New Mexico. Republican 
Gov. David Cargo, a liberal, is 
involved in a difficult fight with 
conservative Anderson Carter in 
the June 2 primary for the nom­ 
ination 
against 
Democratic 
Sen.Joseph Montoya. Cargo is 
generally considered the strong­ 
er candidate against Montoya if 
he can win his primary. 


In New Jersey. Republicans 
consider the seat held by Demo­ 
cratic Sen 
Harrison A. Wil­ 
liams Jr. vulnerable in the wake 
of disclosures of widespread 
Mafia influence throughout the 
state Williams is being chal­ 
lenged in the primary by the 
powerful Hudson County Demo­ 
cratic organization, and his de­ 
feat 
would 
probably 
make 
things easier for likely Republi­ 
can candidate Nelson Gross. 


In California, favored Rep 
John Tunney is undergoing a 
stiff 
challenge 
from 
Rep 
George Brown in the June 2 
Democratic senatorial primary. 
Most of the state’s Democratic 
leaders think Tunney. the son of 


former boxing champion Gene 
Tunney. has a much better 
chance than Brown of deating 
Republican incumbent George 
Murphy 


Many of the incumbent Demo­ 
cratic senators running this 
year have built up considerable 
strength through at least 12 
years of seniority.

Seeking Vast Overhaul 
Of Immigration Statute 


WASHI NGTON iAI ’i 
Pres 
sure is mounting in Congress for 
a sweeping overhaul of a five- 
year-old law that was supposed 
to open a new era in l T S immi­ 
gration policy 
Strong protest against the ex­ 
isting law by such long-time 
friends of the I ’nited States as 
Canada. Mexico and Ireland; 
complaints about excessive red 
tape, and clear signs that the 
law is not working .is expected 
have produced a flood of pro­ 
posed legislative remedies 
The latest proposal, offered 
by a key member of the House 
immigration subcommittee, has 
a chief aim of lifting current re­ 
strictions on immigration from 
Canada and Mexico 
The bill by Rep Peter W Ro- 
dino. D-N J . also would make it 
easier for refugees from Com­ 
munist nations to seek asylum 
in the 1 nited States, and would 
revise the present preference 
system for admitting immi­ 
grants 
“ The time is come, says Ro- 
dino in a speech explaining his 
bill 
to stop procrastinating 
and recognize that our current 
immigration policy is alienating 
our friends and neighbors and 
creating chaos in the Western 
Hemisphere 
Rodino’s remark is strongly 
reminiscent of those heard five 
years ago when Congress was 
considering 
its 
first 
major 
change in immigration policy in 
41 years Those remarks were 
heeded and in October 1965 Con­ 
gress passed a brand new immi­ 
gration law 
The 1965 act eliminated the 
1924-established quota system 
based on the national origins of 
the American people and de­ 
signed to preserve the ethnic 
balance of the nation as it exist­ 
ed in 1890 Thus. England, Ger­ 
many. France. Ireland and the 
Scandinavian countries got most 
of the quota numbers 


For the first time, the 1965 act 
also placed a ceiling on immi­ 
gration from the Western Hemi­ 
sphere. a provision put in by 
Congress over the vigorous op­ 
position of the State Depart­ 
ment 
In place of the old quota sys­ 
tem. the 1965 act set up a series 
of preference categories—the

U.S. Role Avoids 
Trap in Cambodia

WASHINGTON (NEA) — So me time back this 
repo rter trav eled aro u nd the edges o f the Parro t's 
Beak and went o u t o n night po lice raids against 
infiltrato rs fro m Cambo dia a few sho rt miles away . 
The beak, becau se it ju tted to within 35 miles o f 
Saigo n, 
was a 
majo r infiltratio n, ro u te. 
Trail 
watchers this writer talked to repo rted co ntinu ed 
mo v ement do wn its paths and thro u gh its marshes. 
Fro m what this repo rter co u ld see and fro m what 
co u ld be learned fro m men who had slipped in 
and o u t, the area is difficu lt to penetrate. It is an 
easy regio n in which to set u p ambu shes and a 
hazardo u s terrain fro m which to ex tricate tro o ps 
su rprised by an enemy fo rce. It is no t an area, like 
Khe Sanh. where air po wer can be decisiv e.

wide 
and 
appro x imately 33 miles lo ng at its po inty no se which 
ju ts v agu ely in the directio n o f Saigo n. It is abo u t 
two -thirds marsh. 
Co nsiderable ev idence ex isted o f majo r su pply 
depo ts, equ ipped with a co mplex o f repair sho ps fo r 
small weapo ns. It was o bv io u sly a majo r staging 
area. 
The attack o n the Parro t's Beak is o nly o ne o f a 
series o f schedu led raids o n majo r Co mmu nist base 
po ints inside the Cambo dia bo rder. 
The o bv io u s o bjectiv e, o f co u rse, is to destro y 
su pply depo ts and thu s “ spo il 
No rth Vietnamese- 
Viet Co ng plans fo r fu tu re attacks o n the key Delta 
regio n so u th o f Saigo n. This wo u ld bu y time fo r 
Vietnamizatio n That is. it wo u ld delay the date o n 
which the So u th Vietnamese fo rces are requ ired to 
face a well-equ ipped and well-prepared fo e o n his 
terms at a time o f his cho o sing. 
It is also a ty pical President Nix o n appro ach to a 
pro blem. The President’s Pentago n adv isers adv ised 
him 
that 
Lt.

o u tnu mbered and o u tgu nned Cambo dians requ ire 
military backu p as well as arms if they are to 
su rv iv e.

Bu t it was essential the United States make so me 
dramatic gestu re. Once befo re, early in their

had been refu sed. Mu ch to o u r disco mfitu re, they 
then tu rned to the Co mmu nists fo r aid. 
Urgent messages fro m U.S. po sts in the Far East 
repo rted that if Nix o n did no t respo nd in so me 
fo rcefu l way it wo u ld lead to disillu sio nment in key 
So u theast Asian co u ntries. 
Attacking bo rder po sts with the So u th Vietnam­ 
ese o bv io u sly brings pressu re against the No rth 
Vietnamese-VC o n the east at a time when 
they are bu sy hitting Lo n No l o n the west and so u tli. 
Hano i's tro o ps mu st therefo re mo v e cau tio u sly to 
pro tect their "rear." 
The raids no t o nly destro y arms, fo o d and o ther 
su pplies the Co mmu nists requ ire fo r their attacks o n 
Vietnam bu t also destro y tho se su pplies they need 
fo r their fight with the Cambo dians. 
Ho pefu lly ,

W Edmund Tyler of the de­ 
partment's Consumer and Mar­ 
keting Service has to choose be­ 
tween a 99 cents a pound special 
for the 7-inch cut and $1 19 a 
pound for the 5-inch cut 
“ I figure how many slices of 
meat I want to serve from the 
roast—in other words, how thick 
a roast 1 want to buy I pick out 
both a 5-inch cut and a 7-inch 
cut of that thickness. Then I 
compare the total cost of each 
roast and buy the cheaper.” he 
says. 
Tyler explains that the 7-inch 
cut contains very little more 
lean meat than the 5-inch cut— 
and. because it has longer bones 
and more waste fat than the 5- 
inch cut. it sells for less per 
pound 
Since the rib-eye makes up 
the major part of the roast, he 
says you re going to get just 
about the same number of serv­ 
ings from either a 5-inch or a 7- 
inch roast if they re the same 
thickness.

Qualified food stamp users get 
a money order or cashier’s 
check for the amount of pur­ 
chase required and mail it to 
the county or city issuance of­ 
fice This office mails the food 
stamps to the household 
Mail issuance helps the elder­ 
ly. the disabled, those who live 
long distances from the issu­ 
ance offices, and those who can 
not go to the issuance office be­ 
cause they cannot get timeoff 
from their jobs 
Food stamps do not have to be 
sent by certified mail They can 
be sent first-class. The cost to 
state agencies averages about 
25 cents per recipient which 
the department regards a small 
price to pay for the big help to 
the recipients.
